SCHOOL TAX APPORTIONED. 

State Treasurer Simpson has 
completed the apportionment of 
the school fund and mill tax for 
the year 1000 , the sura of $532,204.- 
24 being available for that purpose. 
This is a gain of $15,549,15 over the 
amount distributed last year, re¬ 
sulting in the increase in the 
amount of tax received from sav¬ 
ings banks, one-half of which is 
appropriated for schools. The 
number of scholars in the State, as 
reported to the superintendent of 
schools, is 210,443, (an increase of 
575 over last year), which gives to 
each town about $2.53 per scholar.

When is a Child Ill? 

The answer to this question is 
not always easy, whdn the infant 
cannot speak as yet nor utter his 
complaints. The crying of chil¬ 
dren is not always an utterance 
of pain, nor does it always show 
hunger. When a child cries loud¬ 
ly, continuously, and vigorously, 
we may, at least, be Burethat there 
is no disease of the respiratory 
passages. It might, however, in¬ 
dicate a disturbance in the diges¬ 
tive canal. If an inflammation of 
the internal ear is the cause of the 
crying—and this is by no means a 
rare occurrence—or some other 
deep seated suppuration of inflam¬ 
mation of the periosteum, then the 
child will cry louder when the sus¬ 
pected place is touched or pressed 
upon. Single shiill cries, occur¬ 
ring also in sleep, should direct 
our attention to cerebral troubles; 
a soft, dull, discontinued crying, 
more sighing aDd moaniDg, points 
to pulmonary disease. If the cry 
is hoarse and toneless, we should 
think of laryngeal trouble. A soft, 
long-continued whimpering should 
cause us to suspect au inflamma¬ 
tion of the abdominal organs; a 
weakened, but rather continuous 
crying is a concomitant of the set¬ 
ting in of fever.
